DEAR BRETHREN OF THE AssociaTION:—Your Committee submit the 
following as their annual report. cae 
‘The work in which we have been engaged for the past twenty years, has 
been prosecuted during the past year, with all the energy and means at our 
command. The difficulties in our way have been of a very graye character. 
And yet, as we survey the field of operations, and the results which have been 


attained, we feel that we have abundant cause to be thankful to our Heavenly 


Father for his goodness to us, and to be encouraged to press forward in the 


we 
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good work. During the year we have had four missionaries under our direc- 
tion, Elders Barlow, Best, Stewart and Oliver. To sustain Elder Barlow at 
Pleasant Hill, we appropriated fifty dollars, and one dollar and fifty cents per 
day while actually engaged in preaching at other points. He has preached at 
Pleasant Hill, Bay M. H., Wards Will, Flayel Hill and Jacksonville, and bap- 
tized nineteen during the year. We appropriated fifty dollars to Batata Elder 
Best at Chinquepin, and one hundred dollars to sustain Elder Oliver at Pros- 
pect and Smith’s Chapel, and one dollar and fifty cents per day while actually 
engaged in preaching at other points. He has baptized seventeen during the 
year. Tosustain Elder Stewart at Clinton, our appropriation was fifty dollars 

He reports five baptized at that point during the year. The points mentioned 
< nee@ the fostering care of the Association, and we regard themas inviting 
fields. ik 

Not only from these places, but from almost every part of the Association 
the ‘Macedonian cry” comes up, ‘‘come over and help us.’’ And indeed 
throughout the entire history of our operations, we do not recollect a period 
when the prospect was more encouraging, or the necessity for increased dili- 
gence more urgent. The fields truly are white unto the harvest, and there 
are laborers ready to enter, if they can be sustained. It is at this i we meet 
the greatest difficulty—the want of means to sustain our missionaries. This 
want seriously crippled our efforts during the past year, and there is eon to 
fear may do so more seriously in the future. 

We desire to call the attention of the Association earnestly to this matter 
and ask you in your wisdom to devise some means for the removal of this 
apprehension. . 
We believe there are influences at work now which will induce the churches 
in a few years, to take higher missionary “ground than hss ever marked mi 
history heretofore, or to relapse into a state of indifference, perhaps inactivit 
To avert a state so much to be deplored at all times it is of prime nee aiid 
to leave no means within our power untried. |

REPORT ON THE LETTER FROM CONCORD. 


Your committee to whom was referred the letter from Concord church, 
with reference to the attendance of christians upon pic-nics and dancing 
parties, and participating in them, submit the following: We have seen with 
deep regret the spirit of worldliness, which has possessed some of the mem- 
bers of a few of our churches in attendance upon these, and participation by 
others in them. We consider them as utterly opposed to the spirit of the 
gospel. While the christian is entitled to all rational enjoyment, while he is 
commanded “to rejoice ever more,” “to rejoice with those that do rejoice, 


. it is spiritual rejoicing to which the Scriptures refer, and we are “sorrowful, 


yet always rejoicing.” We have no right to sinful pleasures, to lightness and 
frivolity and levity. The fearful condition of poor sinners “already con- 
demned,” should fill every heart with sorrow for them, and instead of encouy- 
aging in them worldlymindedness, which is one of the chief hindrances to 
their receiving the gospel, they should continually testify against that spirit, 
and show that we are strangers and pilgrims in the earth, and that we seek a 
better country, that isa heavenly. Again, the proneness to evil which is 
inherent in us all, on account of indwelling sin, should warn every one, who 
desires to glorify God, to absent himself from such places, lest he be tempted 
to engage in those things which will bring reproach upon the cause of religion 
and to suffer great spiritual loss.) We recommend that our pastors and 
brethren use all their efforts to promote spirituality amongst our members— 
one of the chief of which, your committee thinks to be the absenting them- 
selves from such places entirely. And should any participate in the dances 
of such occasions, we recommend that they be promptly disciplined.

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RULES OF DECORUM FOR ‘THE 
CHURCHES. 


‘I We will hold at least four conference meetings in year for the 
tratisaction of business ; also special meetings whenever requisite. 


2 The names of the members shall be called at every regular meet- 
ing, and there shall be due notice taken of the absence of those who dis- 
envera disposition to absent themselves. 

3 At every conference the pastor, in right of his office. shall :presid 
as Moderator; and in case of his absence, the conference shall appoint 
a Moderator pro tem., who shall open conference by devotional exer- 
cises, or call on some other brother to do it for him, » 

4 The Clerk shall keep a Church Book, in which all the proceed- 
ings of the conference shall be faithfully transcribed, and at every 
regular meeting the minutes of the preceding meeting shall be read 
rina after the names are called. 

6 An invitation shall be given to brethren of our faith and order 
to i with us in conference, who shall enjoy all the privileges of the 
mecting, except that of voting. 


6 A door shall be opened for the reception of members; and in any 


instauce, receiving to fellowship shall be by unanimous vote. 


7 Kvery subject for the consideration of conference shall be intro- 
duced by a motion, which, when seconded, shall be debatable and acted 
upon, unless withdrawn by the mover with the consent of the seeond.
